Dominion Mail Summary. 

[Dates of the 33d November.] 

Quebec lias abolished dual Rep- 
resentation by a vote of 34 to 25. Mr. 
March and, in moving the second read- 
ing of his measure for the abolition of 
Dual Representation, reiterated in con- 
cise language the many forcible argu- 
ments and politic reasons which have 
already been advanced in Quebec and 
other Provinces of the Dominion for 
tho suppression of that noxious system. 
Ho adverted to'the exceptional position 
of Quebec in maintaining it when all 
tho other Provinces had ablished it. 
Of 65 members returned to this House, 
only 16 had double scats. He ironi- 
cally expressed a hope that the Govern- 
ment -would not, as usual, make the 
question one of non. confidence. 

Mr. Bellroso thought it. was no argu- 
ment to say that Quebec should aliolish 
the system beoause tho other Provinces 
had dono so. 

Hon. Mr. Chauveau had been opposed 
to abolition during the first Parliament, 
and he still was opposed to it, believing 
the system necessary in a country like 
this, whero public mon were not over 

Elentiful. Before the lust local elections 
e had opposed it, desiring to have the 
verdict of tho people on the subject, ami 
last session ho followed tho same course, 
as they were then on the evo of a Federal 
election. While intending to vote for tho 
amendment he would say that, tho Gov- 
ernment intended to leavo tho question 
open, and lot tho House decide as it 
thought best. It was true Ontario, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia had abolished 
the system, as also, — he hud forgotten, ho 
said — tho Provinces of Manitoba and Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

Mr.Marchund— You forgot; tho parishes 
of Manitoba and British Columbia, you 
moan. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Chauveau thought tho hon. mem- 
ber was somewhat too sarcastic. 

Mr. Malhiot argued in favor of the 
maintenance of the system. He regarded 
abolition as a further restriction upon the 
free choice of the electors. He thought 
the House had as much right to declare 
members of a powerful corporation, such 
us that of Montreal, which had exercised 
powerful influence in securing the 
triumph of one party over another in that 
city at the lato election, ineligible for 
election, as to prevent members of this 
Legislaturo from holding scats at Ottawa. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The amendment for six months' hoist 
was then put and lost, the votes being 25 
to 34, and the Bill read a second timo on 
tho same division. 

Ottawa, Nov. '22— Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and the Hon. Mr. O'Connor ar- 
rived from tho west this morning. 

Mr. Nathan, M. P., leaves to-morrow 
for England. 

We learn from the Halifax "Citizen" 
that at the earnest recommendation of Sir 
Hastings Doyle, tho Dominion Govern- 
ment have consented to place at the en- 
trance to Halifax harbor an iron light ship 
with a powerful fog whistle on board. 

A deputation on the part of the St. An- 
drew's Society waited upon tho Governor 
General last evening with an invitation to 
His Excellency to attend tho Society's 
hall. Lord Dufferin declined with re- 
gret as he would be unable to bo present 
in the city at the time of its occurrence. 

Lord Dufferin has sent a contribution 
of $1,000 in gold to the Citizens' Belief 
Fund of Boston, which now amounts to 
$72,000. 

Mr. Thomas Archibald, a native of No- 
va Scotia, has been appointed a Baron of 
the English Court of Exchequer. 

Mr. Yates, tho novelist, and Mr. Pep- 
per, of tho Polytechnic, have botli been 
engaged by the University Literary So- 
ciety of Montreal, to delever a course of 
lectures in that city. 

The Toronto "Globe" of the 22,1 ult., 
says: — The picturesque little church of 
St, Paul's, Bloor-st.', was yesterday morn 
ing the scene of a fashionable wedding, 
tho high-contracting parties being Mr. 
Thos. Beckett, of Quebec, ami Miss Na- 
omi, second daughter of the Hon. J). L. 
Macphorson, of Toronto. The ceremony 
was performed by the Bishop of Toronto, 
assisted by the incumbent of St. Paul's, 
B-.'v. S. Givins. The bridesmaids, six in 
number, were Miss Macpherson, sister of 
the bride. Miss Hamilton, Miss C. Sey- 
mour, Miss Robinson, Miss Dyckma'n, 
and Miss Darling. The groomsmen were 
Messrs. Prico, of Quebec, W. M. Mac-

English Mail Summary. 

[dates TO NOV. 9. J 

Admiral Sir Sydney Dacres has accept- 
ed the appointment of Visitor uud Gover- 
nor of Greenwich Hospital. 

Sorjoant Sleigh will defend tho "claim- 
ant" in his coming trial for perjury— tho 
time for which, on account of tho incon- 
venience it may occasion to ordinary 
business, had not boon definitely fixed. 

Miss Constanco Rothschild, the oldest 
daughter of Baron Meyer do Rothschild.is 
soon to be married to the Hon. Mr. York, 
son of tho Earl of Hardwieke, and brothor 
to Lord Royston, 

M. Wolowski, who last year brought 
forward tho proposition to establish a 
card-post in France, is about to resume 
tho. attempt, on the ground that experi- 
ence in England, Russia, Belgium, etc., 
has shown that far from injur. ng tho post- 
ofiice revenues, it augments them. 

A dis-jateh from Calcutta states that tho 
cholora, from its outbreak in Bengal this 
season to the 25th of October, had cerried 
off botwenn 500 and 600 victims, out of 
hotween 800 and 1)00 casos, among Euro- 
pean soldiers and their families; and that 
the disoaso still lingered, though tho 
P.evcity of its ravages had relaxed. 

At Arthington, north of Leeds, a coal 
wagon, which had got on tho main lino 
from a Biding, threw a passenger train off 
tho rails; tho engine dashed against a 
house close at banc, killing on the spot 
its tenant, a watcher, seriously injuring 
hiswifo and son, and. by the shock, in- 
flicting also severe injuries on stoker, 
guard, and a number of passengers. At 
Victoria Station, Manchester, a goods 
train came into violent collision, at a 
orossing nn l much damage was done to 
rolling stock; tho passongor carriages 
wore fortunately empty. 

Amid imposing signs of respect and 
sorrow, tlio remains of Mr. Maguiro, late 
M, P. for Cork, were borne to tlioir burial 



in tho Mathew Cemetery noar that city. 
Business was altogether suspended; a 
high mass for tho dead was solemnized in 
St. Peter's Church in tho presence of 3 
Bishops and 200 clergymen, and all tho 
public bodies, tho trades' associations, tho 
constabulary, charitable associations, 
school children, Ac., formed a procession 
numbering many thousands, which with 
difficulty found its way through thodenso- 
ly crowded streets. 

By a largo majority of both clergy and 
laity, the Dublin Synod has passed a reso- 
lution in favor of tho revision of tho 
Prayer-book. 

A final report has been issued of tho 
Prince Consort Memorial Fund, started at 
the Mansion House during the Mayoralty 
of the lato Mr. Alderman Cubitt, : n 1802. 
It appeared that tho total sum subscribed 
was £56,765. Her Majesty in acknow- 
ledging the receipt of this report through 
Sir Thos. Biddulph, has expressed to the 
honorary secretaries of tho fund, and 
through them "to all concerned in a work 
weioh Her Majesty has watched with af- 
fectionate interest, her grateful thanks." 

A somewhat ghastly joke had boon tho 
occasion of a suit in Preston County 
Court. A man named Pearson went, to an 
undertaker's shop, laid himself out as if 
dead, to bo measured and ordered a coffin 
to fit. On a subsequent visit Pearson 
saw tho coffin, pronounced it good and 
suggested that locks should be fitted in- 
stead of hinges; then a plate was put on 
lacking nothing but tho date of the death. 
Tho coffin was taken homo, preceded by a 
band and followed by a crowd; Mrs Pear- 
son refusing it admittance, tho doors 
wore broken open and the coffin thrust 
through. Tho joiner sued for tho cost of 
the coffin and the Judge decided in his 
favor.

Execution in British Colum- 
fo.a 

While not a few in California are 
complaining that murderers aro escap- 
ing their deserts, the authorities in 
British Columbia last week carried out 
the extreme penalty of tho law upon a 
man named Bell, who had commit 
ted a murder, connected with which 
there wero some mitigating circum- 
stances. Bell was married to a lialf- 
casto woman, who proved unfaithful 
during his absence from homo, and 
upon learning of it on his return ho 
started in pursuit of tho man who had 
destroyed his pence, and, coming sud- 
denly upon him, killed him. There 
wore no disputing the facts, and there 
aro many in British Columbia who de- 
claro that he was justified in what he 
did. It may bo safely assorted that it 
would be difficult to tiiid an American 
jury would convict of the capital offense 
under such a state of affairs, and no 
one can deny but that some extenuation 
should be accorded in such a caso.

Without reviewing the justice 
of the sentence which consigned this 
man to an ignominious death, it is well 
that our citizens should note that our 
neighbors do not deal so leniently with 
those who tako life as we on this side 
of the border line.- S. F. "Bulletin."
